ness enterprise. This has ever been 
the policy of the Mormons, who are 
distinctly gregarious. They prefer to 
manage their own schools, their irriga- 
tion systems and their co-operative 
stores as well as practice without in- 
terference what they believe to be a 
divine command. 


So the Mormons are leaving Mesa. 


If they were Mohammedans flecin: 
from Mecca, it would be called a hcgi- 
ra, or were they Hebrews escaping 
from Egypt it would be an exodus, but 
out here in the wilds of Arizona their 
departure is referred to as "vamoosing 
the ranch." Many have gone already, 
and more are preparing to follow. Sev- 
eral of the principal Mormon families 
—and a Mormon family numbers any- 
where from fifteen to twenty souls- 
have gone to Mexico to join the colo- 
nies already established at Colonia 
Juarez, Chuichupa and Casas Grandes 
in Chihuahua, and a score of other 
families, vith a, following of poor 


- converts from the soiith,- have 


started oyerland in .their great white 
covered wagons, pressed down and 
running over with towheaded children, 
to join a .band of their coreligionists 
from Utah at tho Colorado river. From 
thence they" will go on to Alberta, 
B. C., where each settler may take up 
3 GO acres "for the 
tilling. 


Since the passage by congress of the 


Edmunds antipolygamy act many of 
the Mormons have chafed under its 
restraints. Though they have nomi- 
nally given -'up their polygamous prac- 
tices, it is.no secret that many Mor- 
mons hereabouts have more than one 
wife, and some of them have half a 
dozen. 


According to the Mormon faith, the 


more children a man can show the 
higher will be his standing in the 
hereafter. The universality of this be- 
lief is practically illustrated in every 
Mormon- churchyard, when the most 
glowing eulogy that can be paid to the 
departed lies in the number of .chil- 
dren, grandchildren and great-grand- 
children graven on his-^nonument As 
a case in point witness a shaft in the- 
little cemetery at Mesa, where a de- 
parted patriarch gets credited for 
thirty-two children, a hundred grand- 
children and forty great-grandchildren. 


A still better showing will be mode a 


a little later when Patriarch Johnson, 
who has peopled an entire section 
known as Johnsontown, gets his re- 
ward. 
Mr. Johnson has had seven 


wives in days past, three of whom 
were sisters, but his temper and other 
personal characteristics were so un- 
pleasant that none of the seven will 
now live with him. A few years ago a 
number of the prominent Mormons "in 
Mesa valley were arrested and sen- 
tenced to Yuma. After serving their 
terms they all came back. 


The gentiles view with some degree 


of satisfaction the exodus of the saints, 
though they are not after all such bad 
neighbors. They are as a rule courte- 
ous and inoffensive, though clannish. 
They are frugal, industrious and pros- 
perous as a class, most of them being 
farmers and stock raisers. Any Mor- 
mon who has twenty to forty ncros of 
land in alfalfa, with water enough to 
irrigate, may bo assured of a comfort- 
able living as people live in Arizona. 


It is no small sacrifice that those 


Latter Day Saints make in leaving this 
fertile section, which for fruit culture 
and alfalfa raising is counted as one of 
the choicest in ttie west They leave 
behind comfortable homes and an as- 
sured means of livelihood, but what is 
more than this to tho devout Mormon 
is the breaking away from the associa- 
tions of the tabernacle where for near- 
ly a quarter of a century they and 
their fathers have worshiped.

Had this become law the oleo 
people could have taken red butter and 
used it to color their mix t tire, thus 
evading the ten cent tax. The treasury 
department has settled the matter defi- 
nitely in the following statement: 


"For example, if butter that has been 


artificially colored is used as a compo- 
nent part of the finished product oleo- 
margarine (and that finished product 
looks like butter of any shade of yel- 
low), 
as tho oleomargarine is not free 


from artificial coloration, the tax of 10 
cents per pound will be assessed and 
collected."

Feeding Bran to Dairy Cows. 


While good pasturage is one of the 


best, if not the best, foods that can be 
supplied to the dairy cows during the 
growing season, yet if the best possible 
results are secured in the production of 
milk it ivii! in nearly all cases be found 
advisable to feed the dairy cows some 
wheat bran daily. The quantity need 
not be large, but it should be supp1 od 
regularly. If a little cormneal is added, 
the results -uoukl be still better. But 
bran and good pasturage will enable a 
cow to maintain a full How of milk 
throughout tlie summer, and tiie milk 
will be richer and better for making of 
good butter tliau if pasturage alone is 
depended upon. It is not necessary to 
put the cows in the stables to feed 
bran. Convenient boxes or troughs can 
be arranged in the lot or pasture where 
tho cows are milked nnd the feeding 
be done with very little trouble.—St.

PENNSY MAKES LONG DISTANCE 


RECORD BREAKING RUN. 


The Western Union is Given Notice to 


Quit—Notes of Local and General 


Interest. 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 8—What was 


probably the fastest long-distance run 
ever recorded by the .-Pennsylvania 
railroad was made yesterday with No 
11, the St. Louis fast mail train, due 
at Pittsburg at 12:20 p. m. Engineer 
T. W. Masterson 
covered the Pitts- 


burg division, from Altoona to Pitts- 
burg, 117 miles, in 2 hours 
and 5 


minutes, or 125 minutes, with one of 
the new E-2 type engines, No. 2015. 


The train of three cars was 13 min- 


utes late at Altoona and lost 19 min- 
utes this side of Altoona by unavoid- 
able delays, and still arrived at the 
Union Station on the dot, making up 
32 minutes of lost time. The schedule 
running time of this fast mail train 
is 2 hours and 37 minutes, or 157 min- 
utes? between Altoona and Pittsburg, 
but on this occasion it came over the 
117 miles in 125 minutes. 


While the long distance record sur- 


passes all others on the Pennsylvania 
under similar conditions, the best time 
was made within this distance. From 
Gallitzin to Pitcairn, t»he distance of 


90.8 
miles was covered in exactly 86 


minutes, and the distance from Gal- 
litzin to Wilkinsburg, 99.3 miles, was 
made in 99 minutes. In order to make 
this record over the entire division 
bursts of speed approaching 90 miles 
an hour had to be made to allow for 
grades and slower running at places. 


No attempt was made at a record, 


the only object being to reach Pitts- 
burg on time after the delays causing 
the loss of 32 minutes. 
The run is 


more wonderful when the division OTCr 
which it was made is taken into con- 
sideration.
